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Plans for the Partial Census of 
Production for 1946 


HE need for fuller and more expeditious quanti- 
tative information concerning current economic 
movements was outlined in the White Paper on 
Employment Policy issued in 1944 (Cmd. 6527), and 
an appeal was made to industry to join with the 
Government in a task which is essentially co-operative. 

The White Paper laid it down that a Census of 
Production should be taken annually after the war, 
and by the appointment in May, 1945, of the Census 
of Production Committee under the chairmanship of 
Sir George Nelson to consider what amendments were 
necessary to bring the Census of Production Acts 
up to date, the matter was carried a stage further. 
That Committee recommended that to implement 
the policy outlined in the White Paper it would be 
necessary to obtain information about a number of 
additional subjects, not mentioned in the existing 

ses Acts. The Committee’s report (Cmd. 

cag 6687) was summarized in the Board 

of Trade Journal for October 27, 

1945. The Government accepted the Committee’s 

recommendations and these are now being imple- 

mented in the Statistics of Trade Bill, introdueed 
into the House of Commons on December 4. 

In announcing the Government’s acceptance of 
these recommendations, the President of the Board of 
Trade stated that the first full census on the new 
basis would be taken for the year 1947 and that a 
partial census involving a limited number of industries 
would be taken in respect of 1946. The industries 
in question are :— 

Mechanical engineering. 

Electrical engineering. 

Hardware, hollow-ware, metallic furniture and 
sheet metal. 

Tool and implement. 

Chemicals, dyestuffs and drugs. 

Clothing. 

Hat and cap. 

Printing, bookbinding, etc. 

Building and contracting. 


The statutory schedules, on which firms engaged in 
these industries will be asked to make returns, will 
be issued by the Census of Production Office after 
the close of the present year. They have been 
settled after consultation with each of the trades 
concerned. 


One of the purposes of the partial census is to 
obtain information as to the progress of the industries 
to be covered. These industries have been specially 

; selected for this purpose and, as will 
Capital Goods be seen from the in list, they 
Industries include certain of the important 
‘capital goods’’ industries of this country. The 
Government attach great importance to the collection 
of this information and wish to have the results of 
the census available as quickly as possible. 


Before the first complete post-war annual census is 
taken in respect of all productive work during the year 
1947, it is important to determine the best way of 
carrying out the recommendations made in the Nelson 
Report. These recommendations have been incor- 
porated in a series of questions, the form of which 
was settled by the Census of Production Advisory 
Committee—on which there are a number of promi- 
nent industrialists—after very detailed consideration 
of all the difficulties likely to be encountered by 
manufacturers in answering them. Each kind of 
question will be addressed to one or more of the 
trades to be covered by the 1946 partial census. 


The object of this is to enable the Board of Trade 
to study any queries raised by firms 

Preparatory before the jm of the question is 
Survey finalised, as there may be difficulties 
not foreseen by the Advisory Committee, and it is 
important to clear up any ambiguities, ete., before 
the questions are addressed to industry in general. 
The Board accordingly invite manufacturers, after 
they have considered the schedules, to let the Census 
of Production Office know of any special difficulties 
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they may meet in preparing the information called for in 
the new questions. 

It is recognised that 1946 is a year of transition, and that 
the period of reconversion from a war time state to a peace- 
time condition, particularly in many sections of the capital 
goods industries, is stillincomplete. Accordingly, comparisons 
of output for 1946 with outputs for other years will not 
give a completely satisfactory picture of the changes which 
have occurred in industrial production. The question of 
the productivity of industry has, however, become extremely 
important in view of the restricted labour force, and 
experience in studying the problems involved is necessary 
before it can be ascertained what are the essential figures 
to be collected in future. 

The purpose of the 1946 partial census can only be fully 
achieved with the co-operation of the firms to whom 
schedules are sent. Like its predecessors, the partial 
census is compulsory, the period allowed for completion of 
the returns being two months, but it will be of very materia] 
assistance if firms are able to complete the forms and 
return them to the Census of Production Office well within 
those two months. It is hoped that all firms concerned 
will do their best to complete the forms promptly and 
accurately, and thus assist in minimising the trouble and 
delay that would result from the receipt of incomplete or 
inaccurate returns. 

It had been hoped that it would be possible to issue to 
each firm a preliminary form of notification, setting out the 
particulars required for 1946. Unfortunately, owing to 
pressure of work in the Census of Production Office, this 
has not been possible. Accordingly those firms whose 
accounts have not been maintained in such a manner as 
to make it practicable to supply the information without 
undue difficulty should communicate with the Census of 
Production Office ; such estimates as may be considered 
reasonable will be accepted in the absence of precise 
information. It is intended that firms shall be given prior 
notice of the inforrnation which will be required for the 
full census for 1947. 

One important change from the pre-war basis on which 
details of output and of materials used were collected is 
now being made, and this should contribute materially 
to the ease with which firms will be able to furnish informa- 
tion. In the past they have been instructed to make their 
return on the basis of the actual production of each item 
specified, or of materials and fuel purchased and used in the 
year of return, this practice involving an adjustment for 
changes in stocks for every item by both quantity and value 
or cost). It has been decided to change the basis to 
manufacturers’ sales figures for individual items of output 
and to purchases of materials and fuel, information regarding 
stocks of finished products and of materials at the beginning 
and end of the year being called for only in respect of a 
few important items for which particulars of total production 
in the year or total materials used in the year are regarded 
as essential. 

The census applies to all persons carrying on an under- 
taking within the industries specified and any person or 
firm in those industries who does not receive a form within 
the next three weeks is asked to communicate with the 
Census of Production Office, Great Westminster House, 
Horseferry Road, London, S.W.1, when an appropriate 
schedule will be sent. Firms employing not more than 
ten persons on the average during the year (including the 
head of the firm and clerical staff) will not be called upon 
to make returns in full detail. 

The many difficulties involved in providing information 
of the kind required at the present time are fully appreciated, 
but the Board of Trade trust that the industries which have 
been selected to assist in producing the material for the 
partial census of 1946 will do their best in the national 
interest to help in preparing the ground for the complete 
census which is to be taken for 1947, and will co-operate 
to the best of their ability. 

The staff of the Census of Production Office are anxious 
to be of assistance to firms in the completion of their 
forms, and will be prepared to help in any way possible 
either by correspondence, by telephone (Victoria 3811), or 
by personal interview. 





Cost of Living Figures 


At November 30 the official cost-of-living index figure 
was 104 points above the level of July, 1914, as compared 
with 103 points at November 1. The rise in the figure was 
due to the increases in the price of gas in certain areas. 
For food alone the index figure remained unchanged at 
68 points above the level of July, 1914.

Amendment to Open 
General Licence 


N Notice to Importers No. 188, the Board of Trade 

announced that they had granted an Open General 

Licence for the import of certain goods consigned from 
all British Empire sources and also for the import of certain 
goods from Eire, and, as a consequence, separate import 
licences were not required for such goods. The Open 
General Licence has since been further amended with effect 
as from January 1, 1947 (Notice to Importers No. 226), 
and the following changes have been made :— 

(1) The following is an additional list of goods which 
may now be imported without separate licence, consigned 
from any country : 

Animals, live quadruped, the following :— 

Cattle, sheep, goats and swine. 

Cement, calcareous, ground and unground. 

Orude cobalt-iron-copper alloy. 

Music, catalogues, trade lists, advertising material, 
manuscripts, typescripts and like products of duplicating 
machines. 

Wool ad animal hair, raw, whether cleaned, scoured 
or carbonized or not, the following :— 

Mohair (Angora goats’ hair). 

(2) The following goods may no longer be imported, 
except under separate licence, when consigned from British 
Empire sources :— 

Animals, live, quadruped, the following :— 

Horses (except from Eire). 

(3) The following goods may no longer be imported, 
except under separate licence, when consigned from Hire :— 

Agricultural implements. 

Agricultural machinery and parts thereof.

Jute manufactured, the following :— 

Thread and yarn. 





Government’s Help for Holiday 
Establishments 


In view of the announcement by the President of the 
Board of Trade, Sir Stafford Cripps, in the House of Com- 
mons on December 18, that blankets would be docket-free, 
hotels and boarding establishments are advised not to 
include blankets when applying for items of re-equipment. 

Mr. Marquand, Secretary for Overseas Trade, gave 
details in the House on December 5 of a scheme of assis- 
tance for four main classes of hotel and boarding establish- 
ment which required items of re-equipment in preparation 
for the 1947 holiday season. Establishments affected 
by the scheme were asked to get in touch with the Board 
of Trade’s Tourist Catering and Holiday Services Division, 
Vincent House, Vincent Square, London, S.W.1. Details 
appeared in the Board of Trade Journal on December 14. 





Parcel Post to India 


Serious delay is occurring in the clearance of goods sent. by 
parcel post to India. This is primarily due to delay by 
importers in producing the necessary documents, i.e., 
invoices, certificates of origin, import licences, etc., required 
by the Indian Customs authorities and has resulted in heavy 
accumulation of parcels at the various Postal Customs depots 
in India. With a view to relieving the congestion, it is 
recommended that United Kingdom traders despatching 
goods by parcel post to India should, in their own interests, 
send by air mail, directly to the consignees in India, 
duplicates of all necessary documents, e.g., 

(a) clear customs declaration ; 

(b) certificate of origin ; and 

(c) invoice showing separately values for each item 

enclosed in the parcel. 

The receipt of these duplicate documents prior to the 
arrival of the parcels in India will enable the consignees to 
facilitate Customs clearance. 

(NotE.—It is desirable that where necessary any suppliers’ 
buying commission should be included in the cost of the articles 
noted in the customs declaration.) 


Import of Books 


HE Board of Trade announce (in Notice to Importers 
Tre. 225) that they have granted an Open General 

Licence, operative as from January 1, 1947, for the 
import from all countries of books (not including periodicals) 
for reading purposes, other than fiction in English and 
children’s books. 

Applications for open individual licences to import from 
any country books of fiction in English and children’s 
books, in both cases being cased books (i.e., bound with 
stiff covers of board or other material) will, for the present, 
be considered from persons who can satisfy the Import 
Licensing Department that they were direct: pre-war impor- 
ters of those books on a commercial basis, and are prepared, 
as a preliminary to the grant of a licence, to give certain 
undertakings, including one to re-export such books to at 
least 50 per cent. of the aggregate value of the books imported 
under the licence from all sources, and to furnish, periodi- 
cally, returns of the titles, quantities, value and countries of 
consignment of the books imported under the licence and 
of those re-exported. It may later be necessary to limit 
licences to a definite quota. 

Re-exports will be subject to exchange control regulations. 

Applications for licences to import books of fiction in 
English and children’s books, otherwise than above, will be 
considered only in exceptional circumstances and within 
limits which can be clearly defined to the satisfaction of 
the Import Licensing Department. 

(The Open General Licence for import of books for reading 
purposes consigned from any part of the British Empire has 
been revoked.) 


Small Packets Service to Greece 


The Postmaster-General announces that the importation 
into Greece of dutiable articles by letter post is prohibited 
by the Greek authorities and any such articles received in 
letter packets are subjected by the Greek Customs to 
charges representing at least double the amount of the 
normal duty. As the existing gift parcel service to Greece 
cannot be used for trade consignments, a ‘‘small packets ”’ 
service has been introduced in order to provide a means 
whereby small dutiable articles (as well as non-dutiable 
goods) can be sent to Greece without incurring the severe 
penalty charges referred to above. 

The limit of weight for each ‘‘small packet ’”’ is 2 Ib. 
The postage rate is 1d. for 2 ounces, with a minimum 
charge of 5d. If ‘‘small packets ”’ are sent to Greece by 
air mail they must be prepaid at the appropriate air mail 
letter rate, viz., 5d. for the first ounce and 3d. for each 
additional ounce. 

A ‘‘small packet’? must be made up in such a manner 
as to be easy of examination. It must bear a green customs 
label and be marked conspicuously with the words ‘‘Smal} 
Packet’”’ in the top left-hand corner. The name and 
address of the sender must be shown on the outside of the 
packet. It is emphasized that these conditions must be 
observed whether the ‘‘small packet’ is sent by air or 
surface route.

Parliament 


Below is a selection of questions of interest to trade and industry answered in the House of Commons 


WEDNESDAY DECEMBER 18 


International Conference on Trade and Employment 

Asked whether, in view of U.S. activities in connection 
with the International Conference on Trade and Employ- 
ment, he would draw up and have submitted on behalf of 
the British Government, a set of proposals for consideration 
at the next meeting of the Preparatory Committee at 
Geneva in April next, the Secretary for Overseas Trade, 
Mr. Marquand, said he did not think that any good purpose 
would be served by the proposal. 

The agenda for the next session of the Preparatory 
Committee, so far as it would not be concerned with actual 
tariff rates, would be primarily the report of the first 
session recently held in London. This, it was hoped, would 
in the meantime have received the favourable consideration 
of the Governments of the countries represented. At the 
first session, the whole field of general questions appropriate 
to an International Conference on Trade and Employment 
was surveyed in the light of the views expressed by the 
various Delegations. The representatives of the United 
Kingdom made a very full contribution to the discussions, 
which will have been duly taken into account in the Report. 

At the second session the United Kingdom Delegation, 
in common with other Delegations, would be in a position 
to make known the views of their Government on the 
various points to be discussed. 


_ Supplies of Potash from Palestine ; 

Mr. Marquand stated that we expected to receive some 
20,000 tons of potash from Palestine between November 1, 
1946 and April 30, 1947, which compared with 19,000 
tons over the same period in 1945/6. It was not possible 
to estimate what effect terrorist activities may have, but 
they severely curtailed transport to port during November. 
We had, however, already shipped this month the total 
quantity scheduled, together with a portion of the November 
shortfall. ; 

All supplies of potash had now been allocated for this 
season by the International Emergency Food Council, 
and there was thus no material available te us elsewhere 
to make up for any deficiency there might be in shipments 
from Palestine. 


Imports of Steel from Australia 

The Minister of Supply, Mr. John Wilmot, was asked 
what arrangements had been made for the importation 
of steel from Australia during the coming year and how 
much could be expected from this source. He replied that 
purchases would be made through the agency of the British 
Iron and Steel Corporation. It was expected that imports 
during the year would amount to about 200,000 tons. 


South Wales Factory 

Mr. Belcher stated that every effort was being made to 
proceed as quickly as possible with adaptations to buildings 
on the Rhigos Trading Estate at Hirwaun to make them 
suitable for industrial use, and 332 building operatives 
were at present employed on this task. 


THURSDAY DECEMBER 19 


Allocations of Grey Cloth 

The President of the Board of Trade, Sir Stafford Cripps, 
said that small allocations of grey cloth for converting for 
the export trade were made to returning ex-service men who 
could show that they had had experience and training as 
export converters. These allocations were made on the advice 
of the Cotton Board. 


Aviation Spirit ar 
The President stated that the monthly publication of 


imports and exports of aviation spirit was discontinued in 
September on security grounds. Figures for annual totals 
would, however, be published in the Annual Statement of 
Trade of the United Kingdom with British and Foreign 


Countries. 
Imports into British West Indies 


The President stated that in 1945, 14 per cent. of all 
imports into the British West Indies came from the United 


Kingdom and 28 per cent. from the United States. Corre- 
sponding figures for Bermuda were 7 and 66 per cent. 

In the same year, the United Kingdom took 37 per cent., 
and the United States 12 per cent. of exports of British 
West Indian produce. Practically all exports from Bermuda 
went to the American continent. 


Merino Wools 

The President was asked why Bradford topmakers were 
being forced to bid for Merino wools at higher prices, in the 
international market, instead of being supplied at old 
prices from the huge Government stocks ; and what effect 
this would have upon utility clothing prices and the cost- 
of-living index. He replied that the stocks were now 
jointly owned by His Majesty’s Governments in the United 
Kingdom, Australia, New Zealand and South Africa, 
under an agreement which provided for their orderly 
disposal by public auction, alongside the current Dominion 
clips. 

There was not at present any reason to fear that produc- 
tion of utility cloth within the ceiling prices was being 
jeopardized by the prevailing prices for wool, but the 
position was being kept under constant observation. 


Italian Trade Talks 

The President stated that the steps necessary to facilitate 
the resumption and expansion of our traditional exports, 
including herrings, were among the matters now under 
discussion with the Italian trade delegation. 


British Wool for Italian Mills 

Asked how much British wool had been made into 
piece-goods in Italian mills on a commission basis during 
the last year; how much cloth had been returned to this 
country ; how much had been re-exported as British- 
made cloth; and if he would bring the scheme to an 
end in order to prevent abuse and in view of the threat to 
our export market, the President replied that some 55,000 
bales of wool were sold from the United Kingdom stock- 
pile during the first six months of this year for processing in 
Italy. He understood that the great bulk of this wool was 
processed into yarns and not piece-goods. With regard 
to the second and third parts of the question, 656,000 Ibs. 
of piece-goods had been licensed during 1946 for import 
from Italy; 320,000 lbs. were for re-export and the 
remainder was specially licensed for the home trade to 
meet urgent needs. He had no information that any of 
these piece-goods had been marketed as British made. 

It was considered that this trade was advantageous to 
this country, and, accordingly, he was not prepared to 
place a ban on these processing schemes. 


China Bristles 

The President stated that in order to ensure an orderly 
liquidation of Government stocks, it had been agreed with 
importers of China bristles that they would take 25 per 
cent. of the value of their imports from the Board of Trade 
at prices which were broadly in line with replacement cost. 


Imports of Furniture 

The President said that while British furniture manu- 
facturers were subject to severe restrictions as to the types 
of furniture which they were allowed to manufacture and 
the prices which they were allowed to charge, it would be 
unfair to permit the importation of more expensive types 
except in very special cases. It was for this reason that 
imports from all sources were normally limited to types 
comparable in quality and price with British-made Utility 
furniture. 


Cable and Wireless Board 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer, Mr. Dalton, said he 
had fixed the Appointed Day under the Cable and Wireless 
Act, 1946, at January 1, 1947, when the balance of the 
shares of the Company will pass into Government hands. 
A new Board of Directors was being appointed to operate 
from the same date, with Sir Stanley Angwin as Chairman 
and Mr. John Innes as Managing Director. The other 
members were Major-General] L. B. Nicholls, Mr. A. Black 
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and Mr. C. N. Gallie. The two last-named were part-time. 
One further part-time member may be appointed. 


FRIDAY DECEMBER 20 


Demand for Cotton Goods 

Mr. Marquand said that the present world demand for 
cotton goods as a whole from the United Kingdom was 
considerably in excess of our resources, and it was inevitable 
that many orders had to be refused because of shortage 
of cotton yarn. Our exports of cotton yarn during the 
first 10 months of this year, which amounted to less than 
3 per cent. of total production, went almost wholly to 
Dominions and Empire territories dependent on us for 
supplies. The arrangements for the distribution of avail- 
able yarn supplies were constantly under review. 


Reconditioned Furniture 

Mr. Belcher stated that reconditioned furniture was 
subject to price control, under which the person under- 
taking the reconditioning was regarded as a manufacturer 
and should not charge more than his cost of manufacture 
and sale plus 6 per cent., while the retailer’s margin should 
not exceed 50 per cent. on cost, excluding purchase tax. 
The resulting retail price would depend upon the cost of the 
furniture before reconditioning and upon whether the 
margins stated above had been adhered to. 

When a trader, having bought furniture for resale, 
repaired or altered it to an extent which fell short of 
reconstruction or conversion, he was limited to the price 
he paid plu€ 50 per cent. thereof plus a charge for repair, 
which in turn was controlled. The maximum price of 
second-hand goods which had been repaired in this manner 
was subject, in the case of a broad range of articles which 
it had been possible to specify and define by measurement, 
to an over-riding maximum cash price which may in no 
case be exceeded, but a considerable quantity of furniture 
inevitably fell outside these definitions. 


Titles for Statutory Orders 

Asked why his department did not embody short titles 
on all Statutory Rules and Orders, as recommended by the 
Select Committee on Statutory Rules and Orders on two 
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occasions and also by Treasury Circular, and if he would 
give instructions that short titles be used on all Statutory 
Rules and Orders, the President replied that the purpose of 
a short title to any instrument was to facilitate reference to 
that instrument in some other instrument, and it had 
always been the practice of the Board of Trade to include 
a short title in all instruments to which it appeared likely 
that such a reference would be necessary. The exceptions 
were mainly instruments merely revoking other instruments 
and licences, for example, under the Clothing Rationing 
Orders and the Export of Goods Orders. In these cases 
it was possible to give more useful information about the 
scope of the instrument in the long title at the head of it 
than would be possible in a short title, e.g., General Licence 
In Respect Of The Supply Of Rationed Goods In Connection 
With The Manufacture Of Fur Apparel On Commission. 

In view, however, of the recommendations of the Select 
Committee on Statutory Rules and Orders, he was giving 
instructions that short titles be included in all Statutory 
Rules and Orders, and that such titles should be as ‘‘short ” 
as was reasonably possible. 


Trade Marks Registry 

Asked whether he was aware that the result of a search 
applied for during this month in the Trade Marks Registry 
was not likely to be available for about nine months ; 
what is the average time now taken between application 
and result in such searches; and, in view of the public 
inconvenience caused by delay, what steps were being 
taken to expedite searches and the communication of 
their results, Mr. Belcher stated that the average time 
between the filing of an application for registration of a 
trade mark and the issue of the result of the official 
search was at present about ten months. Substantial 
arrears of work had accumulated unavoidably owing to the 
inability of a diminished staff to cope with a heavy increase 
in the number of applications over the pre-war figures. A 
considerable proportion of the staff of the Trade Marks 
Registry was released for war services. All possible steps 
were being taken to secure their return and to obtain addi- 
tional staff, in order that the delay in communicating the 
result of the official search may be rapidly and progressively 
reduced.

Between mid-1939 and mid-1945 recruitment for the 
forces, partly offset by substantial new intake from the 
non-industrial sections of the population, reduced the 
numbers in industry by over 1,600,000. Owing to the 
retirement of large numbers of men and women added during 
the war the reduction continued up to the end of 1945, but 
since then the intake from demobilization has greatly 
exceeded net losses from other causes. Between mid-1945 
and the end of October 1946, there was a net increase of 
1,628,000 (men increased by 2,298,000, women decreased by 
670,000). The number in industry at the end of October 
1946 was about the same as the numbers at mid-1939. 
There was a decrease of 764,000 men, offset by an increase 
of 761,000 in the number of women.

Between mid-1939 and mid-1943 the numbers employed in 
this sector were reduced by about 4,650,000, or 28 per cent.

Between mid-1939 and mid-1943 the numbers employed 
on manufactures for home market and export were reduced 
by 2,920,000, or 53 per cent.

Between mid-1945 
and the end of October 1946 there was a further increase of 
3,420,000 and the total at the latter date was 865,000 above 
the number at mid-1939. 

The numbers employed on manufacture for export 
increased in the sixteen months, mid-1945 to the end of 
October 1946, by 1,013,000, and at the end of October 
exceeded the mid-1939 figure by 433,000 (metals and 
chemicals +458,000, other manufactures —25,000. 

Employment on manufacture for the home market 
increased by 2,407,000 in the same period ; at the end of 
October the total was 432,000 greater than at mid-1939.

numbers employed are now 863,000 greater than at mid-1939. 

In building and civil engineering there was a decrease of 
588,000 between mid-1939 and mid-1945. In the sixteen 
months to the end of October 1946 there was an increase of 
528,000, the total at that date being 60,000 less than at 
mid-1939. 

In the distributive trades, the reduction between mid-1939 
and mid-1945 amounted to 929,000. Between mid-1945 and 
the end of October 1946 there was an increase of 314,000, 
leaving the total in these trades 615,000 less than at mid- 
1939.

The index number for total imports rose by 3 points 
(14 per cent.). Prices of manufactured articles were 
5 points (24 per cent.) higher than in the previous month, 
this being apart from the September increase of 6 points, 
the largest since the end of the war. The index number for 
raw materials was up by 3 points (1 per cent.) while prices 
of food, drink and tobacco, which had risen sharply in 
October, were substantially unchanged. 

There was a rise of 2 points (1 per cent.) in prices of 
United Kingdom exports. The largest increase was for 
metal goods which rose by 3 points (14 per cent.) while the 
index numbers for miscellaneous manufactures and raw 
materials, which had remained practically unchanged for 
the three previous months, were each 2 points (1 per cent.) 
higher. The index for food, drink and tobacco has now 
been unchanged for six months.

There are, 
however, some German-owned British patents still in force 
and a prospective manufacturer sbould take care to ensure 
that in building machines he does not lay himself open to 
actions by infringing these patents or patent applications 
owned by nations other than Germany. 

If the machines are exported, it is the responsibility of 
the manufacturer to ascertain the position regarding patents 
in the importing country. 

The Department has no information as to the patent 
position of any of the listed machines. 

It is recognized that owing to their present commitments 
manufacturers may not be in a position to undertake the 
production of new types of machines at this time, but 
would be interested in doing so at a later date. In such 
cases the Department would be glad to be informed.

Utility Fur Garments : To remove any misapprehensions 
that may still exist concerning the prices and supply position 
of Utility fur garments, it should be noted that there have 
been no increases in the prices of Utility fur garments, nor 
has there been any increase in the rate of purchase tax 
applicable to these goods.

Sausage Casings: The Ministry of Food in agreement 
with the Board of Trade is now prepared to consider 
applications from any trader for licences to import sausage 
casings from any source. Hog casings from Canada are 
excluded from these arrangements because the Ministry of 
Food is importing these under arrangements with the 
Canadian Meat Board. 

Applicants wishing to import casings may either get

The sales of casings in this country are covered by a 
gentlemen’s agreement with the distributors but owing 
to shortages of hog and beef casings it has been necessary 
to allow these to be imported at higher prices. The dis- 
tributors are, however, under an obligation to sell the 
casings at prices showing no more profit per bundle than 
that previously earned. A circular letter has been sent 
to the casings distributors and to the Trade Associations 
covering the interests of the sausage makers.

Import of Trout from Denmark: The Minister of Food 
announces that for the six months ending June 5, 1947, 
the permitted maximum weekly import of trout from 
Denmark has been increased from 10 tons to 20 tons.

BRITISH STANDARDS 


A request from the British Beekeepers’ Association 
supported by the Ministry of Agriculture for consideration 
to be given to the standardization of beehives and _ bee- 
keeping equipment has resulted, as a first step, in the 
publication of a British Standard Specification for beehives, 
frames and wax foundations. This has been drawn up 
by a Committee convened by the British Standards In- 
stitution, and representatives of the British, Scottish and 
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Welsh Beekeepers’ Associations, the Ministry of Agriculture, 
the Honey Producers’ Association, the Apis Club, Rotham- 
sted Experimental Station, and the manufacturers of 
hives and beekeeping equipment. 

The specification is primarily intended to secure that 
hive bodies, floors, roofs and frames, purporting to be 
of the same type, shall be interchangeable throughout, 
notwithstanding that they may be made by different 
manufacturers. 

Difficulties due to conditions arising out of the war 
make it impracticable at the present time to require a 
standard of quality throughout, but certain requirements 
are specified which will secure a measure of quality, and 
it is hoped later to extend these requirements. 

The specification provide a ‘‘ blue print” 
giving all the details of construction necessary to enable 
the amateur beekeeper to make his own hives. It is 
intended rather to indicate to the instructed hive-builder 
which must

the dimensions of those features of the hive 
be carefully controlled in order to secure interchangeability 
of parts. In general, the design of the hive is left to 
the ingenuity of the manufacturer in so far as those features 
which do not affect’ interchangeability are

Sugar Crop Vital 


The outbreak of war in 1939 was not immediately re- 
flected to any great degree in the economy of the country 
and it was not until 1941 that the effects of the war became 
marked. Cuba declared war on the Axis nations imme- 
diately following Pearl Harbour and it then became evident 
that the Cuban sugar crop would become of vital importance 
to the United Nations. The entire crop was placed at the 
disposal of the United States and although the price rose 
progressively, it was kept well within bounds. With the 
virtual elimination of restrictions as to quantity, volume 
expanded considerably and from a crop of 2,758,552 tons 
in 1939, a figure of 3,940,728 tons was reached in 1946, 
whilst next year’s crop is expected to exceed 5 million tons. 

In addition Cuba’s mineral wealth assumed a new im- 
portance. Shipments of chrome ore and manganese in- 
creased considerably and the United States Government 
sponsored an important nickel producing plant in Oriente 
province. 

Difficulties in securing supplies of necessary articles from 
abroad encouraged the development of a number of new 
industries, the growth of which has been sponsored by the 
Government through taxation privileges, ete.

Government Schemes 


With the advent of relative prosperity, the Government 
has adopted a policy intended to improve the position of 
the worker, and wage increases and improved working 
conditions have been progressively introduced. Whilst at 
the present time Cuba is undoubtedly riding a wave of 
prosperity there exists the disquieting feature of inflation 
in the background. ‘The cost of living has increased tre- 
mendously despite the governmental attempts to control 
prices. The immediate future seems assured as the 1947 
sugar crop has been already sold to the United States at the 
basic price of $3°675 per 100 Ibs., f.o.b. This price is 
subject to adjustment according to the rise in prices in the 
United States of America and the amount to be paid may 
prove to be considerably higher. 

Given freedom from disturbance, the immediate prospects 
for trade with Cuba are good in view of the shortage of so 
many articles unprocurable in wartime and the high pur- 
chasing power of consumers. United States exporters, 
however, enjoyed a preferential tariff in this market 
under the Cuban-American Reciprocal Trade Agreement, 
whilst most exports from the United States are also free 
from the surcharge of the 20 per cent. emergency tax. 

Exchange and import regulations are not likely to create 
any difficulties for United Kingdom exporters except in 
one or two isolated instances where quotas have been 
imposed. 

Considerable building activity is in evidence on all sides. 
Real estate is a traditional form of investment in Cuba and 
much of the recently acquired wealth is going into bricks 
Many public works projects have also been 
Government 


and mortar. 
undertaken or planned by the Government. 
revenues are extremely high and present income is estimated 
at about $200,000,000 annually. This compares with 
budget figures in 1937/8 of only $79,000,000. 


Demand for Textiles 


The market for United Kingdom manufacturers in Cuba 
is encouraging within the limits imposed by the structure 
of the Cuban customs tariff. Textiles have always been one 
of the leading items exported from the United Kingdom to 
Cuba and merchants would welcome additional supplies at 
the present time. Hardware in its manifold forms will find 
a ready market, as also will chinaware, machinery for sugar 
mills, diesel engines and similar items. 

A fund of goodwill exists among Cuban merchants 
towards British goods and exporters can count upon a 
sympathetic reception to their offers. 
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Canadian Wage Rates & Labour Hours 


HE general level of wage rates in Canada was higher 

in 1944 than in any previous year in the record; 

the index covering six main industrial groups being 
37-5 per cent. higher than in 1939, and 28-5 per cent. higher 
than in 1920 which was the peak of the inflationary move- 
ment following World War I states Report No. 27—-Wage 
Rates and Hours of Labour in Canada, 1944, issued by the 
Department of Labour, Ottawa. For the period August 
1939 to December 1944 the index number of the cost of 
living advanced 17-6 per cent. 

During this period considerable increase in wage rates 
in all main industry groups was recorded, year by year, 
continuing the advance from the low levels of the depression 
reached in 1933. From 1939 to 1940 the general index 
number of wage rates advanced 3-9 per cent. ; from 1940 
to 1941, 8-8 per cent. ; 1941 to 1942, 8-3 per cent. ; from 
1942 to 1943, 8-4 per cent. ; and from 1943 to 1944, 3-5 per 
cent. The percentage increase in 1914 was much less there- 
fore than in any of the three preceding years and slightly 
less than between 1939 and 1940. 

Wage rates in the logging groups 16-1 per cent. 
higher in 1944 than in 1939, the increase since 1943 being 
2-1 percent. In mining the increase since 1939 was 34-8 per 
cent. and since 1943, was 9-0 per cent. The manufacturing 
groups showeda war-time increase down to 1944 of 41-1 per 
cent., the advance since 1943 being 4-1 per cent. Construc- 
tion recorded an increase in 1944 over 1943 of 1-5 per cent., 
and transportation, 0-8 per cent. The former advanced 
29-6 per cent. over 1939 and the latter 28-0 per cent. 
The services groups, including rates in laundries only, was 
1-3 per cent. higher in 1944 than in 1943 and 28-9 per cent. 
higher than in 1939. While these indexes indicate the 
changes in wage rates in the various industries and groups 
of industries they do not of course afford any comparison 
of the rates from one industry to another or of the wage 
levels in one industry compared to another. Increases 
in wage rates since 1939 tended to be greater than the 
average in those industries in which per capita weekly 
earnings were less than the average. 


Average Wage Rates 


Average wage rates in the report represent the payments 
for a unit of labour, usually one hour, on the basis of 
straight time rates or average piece work straight time 
zarnings. Vor convenience they are referred to as average 
wage rates though average straight time hourly earnings 
ies they are

averages* shown for selected occupations in 
industries for Canada and by province or region and in 
some cases by cities. 

The average wage rates shown for 1943 and 1944 were 
compiled from the statistics reported to the Department 
of Labour from about 15,000 establishments supplemented 
in some cases by information from trade union returns and 
from collective agreements. Most of the establishments 
with 15 or more employees were included in the survey 
with a representative number of smaller firms in certain 
industries, such as garages, machine shops, sawmills, in 
retail and wholesale trade and in the construction industry. 

Employers were asked to their straight time 
wage or salary rates as well as their average piece work 
straight time carnings in each occupation. Information 
was also obtained as to the numbers on the pay roll at 
each rate in each occupation. 

The average .ates or straight time earnings computed 
for each occupation from year to year are affected therefore 
by changes in the numbers of workers included at each 
rate as well as by changes in rates or earnings. Changes 
in rates reflect not only general wage rate and piece rate 
changes but also changes for individuals and small groups 
of employees and likewise changes in grade up or down 
within an occupational rate range. As the rates published 
are for day shift workers only, they are not affected by 
changes in shift differentials nor do they reflect any changes 
in overtime or other premium payments. 

Predominant ranges of rates are also shown in the 
Report. These ranges include approximately the middle 
80 per cent. of the workers covered in each occupation. 
The purpose of this was to eliminate extremely high and 
extremely low wages but at the same time to show the 
ranges between which are included the great’ majority 
of the workers in each occupation. The rates for all

workers in each occupation are included however in the 
average wages. The data apply to 1914 but for many 
industries comparative figures are shown for 1943 and in 
some cases for earlier years. 

The index number calculated for the period 1929 to 1944 
on the base of rates in 1939, the last pre-war year as 100, 
is shown for a fairly detailed industrial breakdown and 
by main industry groups, a continuation of the series 
first published in the preceding Report No. 26. For the 
period 1901 to 1939 the index is shown for the main groups 
of industries only, and for these groups on the base of 


rates in 1935 to 1939 as 100. 


Index Numbers 


An index number of wage rates covering the period 
1939 to 1948 is shown for of six main industrial 
groups and for each of the industries included therein. 

The index number was calculated by the use of weighted 
aggregates. The weighted average wage rate was obtained 
for each of a representative list of occupations in an 
industry. Hach such average was multiplied by the 
number of workers in the occupation used as a weight for 
that occupation. For the index number for the industry 
the sum of these products was expressed as a percentage 
of the corresponding sum in the base year. 

To obtain each main industrial group index, the indexe: 
for the various industries included were weighted by the 
number of workers in each industry based on census data. 
The general index was computed from the main industrial 
groups by similar weighting procedure. 

For the period 1901 to 1939 the index numbers were 
calculated by the use of link relatives. For this period 
the percentage change from year to year for each occupa- 
tion was calculated. The simple arithmetic average of 
these percentages was obtained and the average increase 
or decrease applied to the index for the industry for the 
preceding year. To obtain the general index the main 
group indexes were weighted in proportion to the number 
of workers in each group based on data from the decennial 
census.

War-time Wage Increase 

Much of the war-time increase in wage rates was due to 
the payment of a cost of living bonus provided for under 
the wages control policy of the Government. 

The first order relating to the control of wages and the 
payment of a bonus to cover increases in the cost of living 
was Order in Council P.C. 7440 of December 16, 1940, for 
the guidance of Boards of Conciliation and Investigation 
in their recommendations in dealing with disputes over 
wages for mining, some public utilities and war industries 
under the Industrial Disputes Investigation Act. 

This Order was replaced by the War-time Wages and 
Costs of Living Bonus Order P.C. 8253 of October 24, 1941, 
which stabilized all wage rates at the level in effect on 
November 15, 1941. 

This Order in turn was replaced by the War-time Wages 
Control Order P.C. 5963 of July 10, 1942, which was a 
consolidation of previous orders and amendments thereto. 

A cost of living bonus was payable under both the 
above Orders and adjusted quarterly in accordance with 
orders issued by the National Board. For each rise of 
one point in the cost of living index of the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics, adjusted to the base of August 1939 
as 100, the bonus must be increased by 25 cents a week 
in the case of adult male employees and all other employees 
receiving $25-00 a week or more, and by one per cent. of 
the basic weekly wage rate in the case of men under 21 years 
of age and women who receive less than $25-00 per week. 

Following the establishment of the ceiling on prices 
effective December 1, 1941, increases in the cost of living 
were slight with the result that no general adjustinent in 
the bonus was ordered until the summer of 1942. The 
first adjustment was 60 cents per week for those on the 
flat rate or 2-4 per cent. for those on a percentage basis as 
from August 15, 1942. This was later increased to 95 cents 
per week or 3-8 per cent. as the case may be as from 
November 15, 1943. 

The maximum bonus payable under these orders was 
$4-60 per week for those on the flat rate bonus and 18-4 per 
cent. on the basic wages for those on a percentage bonus 
both based on an increase in the cost of living since August 
1939 of 18-4 points.

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China Trade Mission Back 


Home 


HE United Kingdom Trade Mission to China, led by 
Sir Leslie Boyce, Chairman of the Gloucester Carriage 
and Wagon Company, returned to London last week. 

The object of the Mission, which was sponsored by the 
Board of Trade and will be reporting to the President, Sir 
Stafford Cripps, was to study the possibilities of increasing 
trade between Britain and China. 

The Mission left England by air on September 30, and 
travelled to and from China as well as in China itself in two 
planes of Transport, Command, a Lancastrian and a York. 
Throughout the tour, covering many flights over a large 
part of China, the planes arrived at each destination on 
scheduled time, except once when they arrived 20 minutes 
late. The performance of the machines and their crews 
was excellent. 

On arriving in England, Sir Leslie Boyce said that the 
Mission were glad to be back in Britain again after an 
absence of more than two and a half months, during which 
they had flown about 30,000 miles. They had had a 
most interesting and instructive time and had been able 
to visit all the main industrial and commercial cities of 
China. On the way back they also visited Hong Kong. 

They went in British aircraft and it was a remarkable 
achievement by the Royal Air Force that the Mission 
should have been able to keep a very ambitious programme 
of flights in spite of difficult flying conditions. 

The Mission carried with them a message of goodwill 
from the people of Britain to the people of China, and 
everywhere they went they found that the warm feeling 
which people in Britain had for China was reciprocated. 
The Chinese Government in particular did everything in 
their power to help the Mission in its enquiries, to show 
them what they wanted to see and to make the extensive 
travelling as easy and comfortable as possible. They 
were extremely grateful to them and hoped that this 
country would have even closer ties of friendship with 
China in the future than in the past. 

The Mission’s task now was to report to the British 
Government on what they had seen, so they were dispersing 
to work individually on the material they had collected.

The 48rd annual general meeting of Carreras Limited was held on 
Friday, December 20, 1946, in London. 

Sir Epwarp Baron, chairman and managing director, said, since 
we last met the Board have suffered the loss of a colleague who had 
been a Director of this Company since its incorporation in 1903. 
I refer, of course, to Mr. W. J. Yapp, who passed away in January 
last after a short illness. 

Mr. Yapp’s association with this business commenced in the days 
when Carreras was a private concern and while of recent years his 
age and health did not allow him to devote as much time as formerly 
to the affairs of the Company, his long experience and judgment 
were always at our disposal. He will be greatly missed by those 
of us with whom he had been associated for so long. 

I would ask you to be good enough to stand in silence for a moment 
as a tribute to his memory. 

Continuing, the chairman said: that last year he had given share- 
holders an assurance that while he could not guarantee the mainten- 
ance of a dividend of 35 per cent. they would do their utmost to make 
it possible. The accounts now submitted demonstrated that the 
results of their efforts had not been entirely unsatisfactory and they 
were able not only to recommend a dividend at the same rate, but to 
retain a comfortable margin after making usual provisions. In 
view of the need for additional working capital, etc., they had 
deemed it inexpedient to recommend an increase in dividend and he 
was sure it would be agreed that that was the more prudent course. 

Regarding their home trade, he would say that during the year 
their clearance quotas of leaf had been increased to 120 per cent. o 
their pre-war usage, and that had enabled them to give their customers 

small additional quantities of their well-known brands. The smoking 
public remained, nevertheless, unsatisfied and, although they con- 
tinued to produce to their maximum capacity, they still could not 
meet all their requirements. They were now permitted to acquire 
leaf for export on the basis of 100 per cent. of their peace-time con- 
sumption. They were able to count on a full year’s supply for both 
home and export purposes at their current rate of consumption. 
Looking into the future in these abnormal days would be fraught with 
more than the usual dangers. They were still entangled in a net of 
regulations and hedged about with restrictions.

Ba E total production of cloth by Indian Mills in the year 


ended December 31, 1945, was 4,683 million yards ; 

handloom production contributed a further 1,500 
million yards, states His Majesty’s Senior Trade Commis- 
sioner at Delhi. This rate of production, consistently 
maintained since the year 1941, has not been achieved in 
the current year. Figures at present available reveal] that 
3,068 million yards of cloth have been produced by Indian 
Mills between January 1 and September 30, 1946, and 
represent a decline in the average monthly output from 
390 million yards in the year 1945 to 341 million yards in 
the year 1946. The fall in the manufacture of cloth by 
handloom methods is expected to be 200 million yards in 
the current year. 

The output of yarn by Indian Mills in the year 1945 
amounted, in weight, to 1,613 million pounds. In the 
first nine months of 1946 the output reached 1,056 million 
pounds, reflecting a decline in the monthly rate of produc- 
tion from 134 million pounds in 1945 to 117 million pounds 
in the current year. 


Production and Distribution 


Labour employed in Indian Mills is now conditioned to a 
working day of 8 hours, and the introduction of this 
arrangement is the major contributory factor in the reduced 
rate of production of yarn and mill-made cloth. It has been 
estimated that the loss in mill-made cloth resulting from 
this arrangement will amount to 700 million yards per annum. 

Subject to the demands of the defence services, cloth 
production in India is available for distribution to the 
Provinces on a ‘‘per capita’”’ basis and for export. The 
distribution of the 6,200 million yards of cloth in the year 
1915 was effected as follows :—defence services, 575 
million yards; exported, 600 million yards; for civil 
population, 5,025 million yards; making a total of 6,200 
million yards. 

In the year 1946 it is anticipated that the distribution 
will be on the following basis :—defence services, 80 million 
yards; export, 400 million yards; for civil population, 
4,900 million yards; the anticipated production being 
5,380 million yards. 

The quantity of cloth available for the civil population is 
distributed to the Provinces and States according to ‘‘per 
capita ”? quotas, varying from 11 yards to 18 yards per head.

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Royal Easter Show to be 
held at Sydney 


Tis Royal Easter Show is to be held at Sydney again 
in 1947, and to mark the post-war resumption of this 
major event in the Australian calendar, the Royal 
Agricultural Society of New South Wales have decided to 
devote the Commemorative Pavilion to an Empire Exhibi- 
tion to which the Governments of the United Kingdom, the 
Dominions and Colonies have been invited to contribute 
sections. 

On behalf of the United Kingdom, the Board of Trade 
have accepted space for the demonstration of the achieve- 
ments of this country in technique and design during the 
past few years. The exhibits, the selection of which is 
almost completed, have been chosen to interest the general 
public in Australia rather than the technician; they will 
illustrate for example the use of new materials, such as 
plastics, for a very wide range of familiar articles, improved 
methods of domestic heating and the high standard of 
precision and realism in British post-war toys. 

Many new designs for consumer goods drawn from the 
“Britain Can Make It” Exhibition will be included. An 
outstanding exhibit will be a Rolls Royce ‘‘ Nene’”’ Jet 
engine—the type which was recently used to power the 
first jet-driven air-liner. (This engine is on view at the 
Ministry of Supply Jet Exhibition which opened at Charing 
Cross Station in London on December 16, and will go straight 
from there to Sydney). 

A number of firms supplying exhibits have asked that 
they should be handed over to hospitals or orphanages 
after the close of the Show. 

Australian experts will undertake the architectural and 
designing work in presenting the United Kingdom exhibits 
in the Commemorative Pavilion, and general control will 
be in the hands of HI.M. Trade Commissioner in Sydney. 

It is estimated that about a million Australians will visit 
the Royal Kaster Show between March 31 and April 9, and 
in the following ten days 100,000 school children will visit 
the Empire Exhibition, which is to remain open at the 
request of the New South Wales Ministry of Mducation. 


Southern Rhodesian Tobacco 
Crop 1946-47 
Rhodesia 


In September last Southern exported 
5,214,794 lbs. of virginia tobacco, of which 5,237,921 Ibs. 
was flue-cured and 13,634 Ibs. was fire-cured, states the 
Economic and Statistical Bulictin of Southern Rhodesia, 
published by the Department of Statistics, Salisbury. The 
United Kingdom took 2,669,714 Ibs. of the flue-cured, but 
no fire-cured tobacco. In the first half of the present 
tobacco season about 58 per cent. (16,288,986 Ibs.) of all 
flue-cured tobacco has gone to the United Kingdom, and 
nearly 53 per cent. of all fire-cured, 115,390 Ibs. 

The other chief purchasers of flue-cured tobacco in the 
first half of the’current season have been Egypt, 2,842,712 Ibs. 
(over 10 per cent.), the Union of South Africa, 2,767,264 Ibs. 
(less than 10 per cent.), and Australia, 1,604,445 Ibs. (about 
52 per cent.). 

Turkish tobacco exported in September amounted to 
144,858 Ibs., of which 84,928 lbs. went to Egypt. In the 
first half of the current tobacco season total exports of 
Turkish tobacco amounting to 1,103,158 Ibs., have been 
distributed as follows :—the United States, 475,009 Ibs., 
Egypt 90,257 lbs., the United Kingdom 64,168 Ibs., Canada 
62,023 lIbs., Brazil 50,283 Ibs., Argentina 32,354 Ibs., and 
other eountries 59,930 Ibs.

Open General Licence No. 1. 


In pursuance of Commerce and Supply Department

Reduction of Import Duties on Silk, Floss Silk and Arti- 
ficial Silk Ribbons: A Swiss Federal Council Decree of 
November 26, 1946, reduces the import duty on ribbons of 
silk, floss silk and artificial silk (Tariff Nos. 449 a to e) 
from 2,000 francs to 400 frances per 100 kilogrammes. 
The reduction takes effect from December 1, 1946.

HE Canadian Minister of Trade and Commerce, Mr. 

J. A. McKinnon, announced on December 4 that an 

International Trade Fair will be held from May 31 to 
June 12, 1948, in the Canadian National Exhibition build- 
ings in Toronto. Officially sponsored by the Canadian 
Government, it will be the first international trade fair 
ever held in the Dominion, and is expected to attract both 
buyers and sellers from all parts of the world. The Fair 
will not be open, except possibly for a limited period, to the 
general public. 

One of the main objectives of the Fair will be to demon- 
strate the possibilities of increasing Canadian imports to 
balance an expanding Canadian export total; the necessity 
for such a balance will be emphasized by official displays by 
the Canadian Government. It is not intended, however, 
that other Governments shall organize official sections, the 
Canadian Government’s invitation being addressed to 
manufacturers and producers interested in the Canadian 
market.
